Thirteen Charred Bodies Found
Among the Ruins of the

Building.

One Hundred and Twenty-thre-e

of the Boys Cannot be
Accounted For.

Various Accounts of the Way the Fire

Started and the Thrilling Scenes
that Ensued.

Great Indignation Expressed Against
the Management for Neglect of

Means to Put Out a Fire.

The Brooklyn Fire.
New Yop.k, Dec 19. The Urooklvn

Tho fact is, that last night only
one child was rejrorted to bo missing, and
over a doxen ghastly bodie havo been found.

were all that remained lhis morning of tho
St. John home. The in charge of the

were of the opinion last night that
all children bad been got out. but persons
w ho w ere on the outside and assisted in help-

ing the little ones to escape, asserted that
there wen" many lives lost. They said they
saw the littlo ones in the room on the third
fioor, over the laundry, when the flames
made their way to it, and they knew the
avenues of escape had been cut off. Two
or"three grown persons are also believed to
have perished. The assertions of these per-
sons aro correct, for thisniorning diggers
came upon the charred remains of a group
of four, who appeared to hac huddled to-

gether ju-- t bclore their cries for help had
been stilled in death. In the dor-

mitory, directly over the laundry,
were fixty-thrc- .i boy. It is not
known whether all were saved. At a
later hour this morning three more bodies
were near where the passage to
the main building is located. Somo ot tho
bodies appeared to be those ofadults. Short-
ly after nine o'clock two more bodies were
found burned to a crisp and their identity
destroyed. The children are scattered all
over the citv. and until they aro collected it

tentions can atone for tho lack of proper
precaution and vigilance. Hundreds of chil-

dren in the asylum wero tenderly protected
against all harm except that "which have
been most casi'y guarded against fire.
There was a vefy large water hydratit in
the yard w itli four butts, but there was uo
hose in or about the buildings, nor anv other
means of extinguishing tho tire, so what be-

gan as a trivial accident, ended in an awlul
tragedy. The greatest trouble tho firemen
had to'encounter was the mansard roof on
the entire main structure, built of wood and
allowing free, access to the flames. It acted
simply as a line. All the efforts ol the fire-m-

were futile in their attempts to combat
tho tl.ime. (Jates were also locked and
young men of tho neighborhood who saw
the fire first, had to burst open the gates
with a ramming iron before they could get
in. Chief Kngmeer Nevins now urges that
all mansard roof be condemned at onco as
death traps. Tho upper floor of the asylum
was divided into dormitories by a studding
and lath partition. The walls, flooring and
wainscotting were of yellow pine, and
the space between the ceiling and the
slate roof was not filled in, so' that the
tire rapidly mado its way along the upper
floor.

In speaking to a
Union reporter, 3IcGrath said there was sev-
en boys in tho infirmary on the third floor
afflicted with soro eyes!' and about twenty-thre- e

sick with malarial fever. Ho said toe
seven were unable to leave their beds and
suggested that probably they were the first
victims. The children were" received at tho
home on various conditions. Most of them
were orphans and some half orphans. In
addition to these a few had been committed
by police magistrate when their parents
either incapable or unwilling to properly
care for them. The boys forming the last
named class were in the "greater part unwil-
ling inmates, and these, it is believed, com-
pose mainly the missing 123, having been
released by the fire they remain at large.

The identity of the remains of the woman
found in tin "ruins may be helped bv the
statement of Sister Veronica. She said: "I
let two sisters into the infirmary, who went
up stairs. They were 3Irs. 3IcCarrian and
3lrs. Ualloran. 1 think they got out, but
am not sure." She continued, --There were
not more than ten or twelve children on the
upper floor of the infirmary when the Are
broke out. This floor was used as a dispen-
satory where the children's ailments were
treated, and was not for occupancy except
at such periods. Sister Veronica was in the
infirmary building when the fire was discov-
ered; and said it seemed to have originated
in some dish towels that hung on the rack.
Sister Clementina was there too and ran up
stairs to get water to throw on the flames,
and before she got back the fire had gained
such headway it was useless to try to check
it, and their effort? were directed to saving
the children.

3Irs. Feeney, who is laundress of the insti-
tution, was found in the farm-hou- asylum.
at the end of the grounds, about five hun-
dred feet distant. Here she passed the night
with sixtv-liv- e of the smallest children, who
ranged from two yean to eight years old.
Several sisters also were prescnL From
3Irs. Feenev's statement there seems no
doubt the tire originated in the engine room
which was in the basement of the annex. On
the first floor was the laundry, on the next
the drying room and on tho third floor tho
iiilirmary.

"1 was in the laundry," said 3Irs. Feeney,
"with Sister Clemintma and the assislafit
laundress, whose name I do not know, lt
was during the recreation hour, and I was
making some remark to Sister Clementina
about the boys in tho yard. Suddenly I
saw a flame in the drying press. I turned I

Had the firu broken out at night or in
the crowded main building, instead of in
the infirmary, one shudders to think
what a list of casualties there would havo
been.
